| ftle firft,and afterward, by plain force of the Ca- 
file it felfthere remained inut alive only 300. Per- 

fians , and thofe unarm’d, and without any thing 

left wherewith to defend themfelves ( fave that 

each of them had a thort crooked {word by their 

fides , called Simytars) their powderand all their: 

materials for defence, being {pent ftoodupon 

their guard and fought fo defperatly , thatin the. 

terrible conflia&, many of our Iuft Imperialsloit 

their lives: But at laft our multitudes overcame 

them, and put them all to the fword. Thus after 

the above faid manner, the great deftroy’d Babylon
